jVTSW YORK—(NEA)—Sp eaking of the hardship s of an ump ire, Tirr 
Hurst years ago cracked: "Think of the hours.” 
"And the fresh air and sunshine,” added Hank O’Day. 
Well, the ump ires still have the hours, but must stay up half the 
night every night. 
They still have the fresh air, too. but arc light' 
have rep laced the sunshine. 
Yet, annually, hundreds of young men go the hard way for a hard 
life. The schools for ump ires p rove that p eop le will p ay to be p unished 
Bill McGowan tells his p up ils to bring their best business suit, as 
he likes his undergraduates to look the p art of gentlemen. 
"For a league ump ire,” Professor McGowan admonishes, "ap p ear­ 
ance is very imp ortant on and off the field. We don’t want our boys 
roaming around Daytona Baach wearing T-shirts or anything of that 
nature.” 
Tuition for a five-week course at the McGowan School of Hard 
Knocks is $85. 
Business boomed when it was OK’d for GI training. 
Subsistence runs from $75 to $120 a month, dep ending on the wife 
and kiddies. 
“All students live at the school in nice comfortable barracks,” advises 
Professor McGowan, the senior major league ump ire. 


QRADUATED from the ump iring institution, declared duly qualified 
and p laced in a Class D league, the recruit arbiter has to p urchase 
his own gear. Ex clusive of his street clothes, it costs a minimum of 
5238.50 to equip an ump ire. 
He requires two blue serge uniforms, 
two p airs cf shoes, one sp ecially built heavily cap p ed to p rotect his 
toes and instep from foul balls. 
He has to have a chest p rotector, 
mask and shin guards. 
Officially bedecked, the recruit ump ire gets the munificent sum of

It is just as w$ll for the p oor ump ire that hap p ier days are ahead, 
p rovided he m a:% good and is sp ared, and the brighter times aren't 
anything to write home about at that. 
In Claes C, an ump ire starts 
at $300, B $325, A $350. Double A $400, Trip le A $500. 
“Major leagues start their men at $5000 and all ex p enses, and you 
can go as high as $13,000 a year,’ Professor McGowan, who this soring 
starts his 27th camp aign in the American League, tells his c'ir.r^dates 
The league p resident is the ump ire’s only friend. 
He has to love the work.
